Report Of The Principal 




BirirmfiMriitiimmrTif 



In the School of Commerce the 
four-year course operated for tho first 
time and one innovation which thus 
became pos.'ible waa the work In In- 
vestigation Pniciicc. In which every 
members of a. class Is called upon to 
make individuai research and to pre- 
pare solutions for problems of a 
practical nature. 

Another course tThlch has been 
newly instituted la that of Actuarial 
Science. This course has been devi- 
sed In co-operation with members of 
the Institute of Actuaries, and will 
enable the student who follows it to 
become an associate of the Institute, 
after a year's work In a ;ife office. 

In the Faculty of Medicine chnnscH 
have been made in the entrance re- 
auirements, Involving IWg year.s' stu- 
dy In the Faculty of Arts, prior to 
Matriculation In the Faculty of Me- 
dicine. Dtirlne these two ye.ars the 
student is refjulrcd to comiplcti; Ills 
pre-raedlca| work In lUoloiry, I'hyaics 
and Inorganic and Organic Chemistry, 
The course In the Faculty of Medl- 
cin* has been definitely fixed at five 
years, and thi; ourrlculiun more accu- 
rately defined. It has also been dool- 
dQd that, during the month of April, 
there will be a Hpeclal inteniilv« 
courHB for (jruduales, given chiefly 
in clinical subjeola and kq nrranRod 
us to present the most modern ad- 
vances In modern knowledge, Coin- 
cidentiy w.itb this course, Ifonoiii 
iitudents in Medicine will be allowed 
cf.-rtain optlo/iH, provliiiiiif bolli leii- 
diers and Htudents a lllile Intltiide 
for instruction at the end of 'the 
course. 

Extension Courses ,ind University 
Lecture* 

Among the most imporl';nl aotlvl- 
lles of the University, at any rale so 
far as tJieIr (jffoi-t on 'ho oiilsldu 
world are conccnie'l. uro ihOHo car- 
ried on by the Commll.tcc on ISxIen- 
sl'jn Courses and University Lectures, 
whose work consista In llic provision 
of ic'ciiircH for non-memhors of the 
Unlverhity. 

'J'liere are. In the firsi place, the 
o.ouriics of lectures of a slrlclly aci- 
domlc nature, In wliich ihc liislnic- 
lion Klvon la ulmliur l.o that inovidcil 
for University graduates and lor 
wliich iicadoinio, credit Is given. In 
the second place, there arc cnuraoa 
given for definite gron'ps drawn from 
curtain buBlnosaea or profoBHionii. The 



University has adopted the principle 
that In suoh courses as this no ftt- 
tempt will be made to teach the tech- 
nique of the business In which the 
students are engaged, it is felt that 
such work can be done far better by 
tho lnstltutlon.s whore they are .ser- 
ving. There Is, however, no- doiiibt 
that a son'ico can "bo" rendered In giv- 
ing a considerable amount of Inform- 
ation regarding, and prnldanco In, the 
study of other .iiibjects which are of 
importance to thorn in the practice of 
their profession. 

In conformity wltr. this principle a 
course was last year gfven for insur- 
ance .agents, which dealt with such 
AubjcctH as I3conomlcs, Aiccoirnting, 
English and Psychology, These were 
combined with instruction In sales- 
manship and life Insurance, given by 
momhors of the In.siiniiico ■profession. 
This cour.HO, which was attended by 
about 76 agents, was made possible 
byisthca.hcarty coropcra:tlon- of mnnv 
members of the Inmirence world, and 
tho l,han!tH of tho University nro cn- 
lieclally due to Mr. G. II. Harris of 
tho Sun I.<lfo A«siiranco Cn,, who took 
a most active part In IIh organization 
and execution. 

A similar course of leoturos was 
given under th« aiisplcns of tho 
.School of Sonhil \Vo»'k«rs. Se^•ernl 
wotl-knnwii aiithors and men Interest- 
ed In Honlnl problems nddreH.Hed the 
students, also making, wherever pos- 
sible, a survey of InHlltutlona and 
giving In many onsos most valuable 
advice,

COMPARISON, BUT NOT CHOICE 

The recent statement of President 
ti. D, Coffm^in, of the University of 
Minnesota, to the effect that the fu- 
ture of American, education, as well 
as of several other things, belongs to 
the western universities, strikes the 
cultured car of the effete East some- 
what harshly. Even when due allow- 
ance Is made for local and seotlona. 
patriotism, the conviction remains 
th<%t President Coffman has been 
(TUllty of exaggeration — excusable, 
perhaps, btit still exaggeration. 

For one thing, education Is not a 
geographically transferable commo- 
dity, like food-stuffs or the Federal 
Reserve. Whether for good or bad. 
It remain.'! in one p'.ace. and grows 
about Itself 11 decorative ivy of cul- 
tural tradition, bedded and nourished 
In tho soli In which It stands; so that 
one hears tho expression, "a sotith- 
ern education", "a New Bnglund edu- 
cation", applied to the educational 
heritage of p.nticiilar regions of tho 
country. 

I'rosWent Coffman 1» (i«lte right In 
pointing out that there is a difference 
In tho typos of higher Icariiins culti- 
vated In the Hftsl and In tho West. 
The West is young, vigorous, and In- 
tenscy practical. Its literature has 
been enriched— <houKh this has . not 
yet been unlvorsally conceded — by the 
work of Masters, of Saitdborg. of An- 
derson, whose yotmg and engagingly 
pesHlnitstio view of life has done 
muoh to stimulnto modorn AuKu-lcan 
thought. It.H oiluoatlon Is of a more 
liiiinudliilu turn. Thci<e is less of 'tihat 
dollberatcly pure scholarship which is 
found in tho Kast. of that ripe ap- 
preciation of higher valuos which 
cDine.s with maturity ami age. 

.Such uxisting dlfferonccs aro duo 
wholly to tho conditions of onvlron- 
monl in which tho educational sys- 
tem of Iho West baa grown, and aro 
not In any senuo, as I'losUlom Cofl- 
nian MOms to imply, tho rosults cvf a 
successful u.vocutlon of procoiicolvod 
Ideas. Nor from 'the tact of such dtt- 
roroiicos can anyono argue a suporl- 
(iiily of mil' variety of leuruiiig ovor 
iiiKiHiur. To liulioulu points of varl- 
amio lahlnloresling, and possibly oven 
valiiiublo, btit to prophesy thorofroiu 
a glowing fiiluro on tho ono hand, 
and 111! uiirl.v uiul pcrmnnoiil dry rot 
on llio pthur Is to vontuio a.moal too 
far into the fields of unrcstralnod 
fancy,

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AIR FORCE TRAINING FOR MEMBERS OF THE 

C.O.T.C. 

.1. COURSE— 

A course of instruction "in aeronautics to enable metri- 
bers of the C.O.T.C. to qualify for commissions in the .4ir 
Force, will be held at Training Station of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. 

2. DURATION— 

The course will consist of three terms, each of three and 
a half to four months duration, (approximately iMay 15th to 
September Ist) in three consecutive years. 

3. — 

To be eligible for selection a candidate must:— 

(a) Be a -member of the C.O.T.C, and have per- 
• forined the requisite qualifying service and pas- 
sed the practical examination for Certificate 
"A". C.O.T.C. 

(b) Be following a cotrrse of study as an undergraduate 
leading to a degree in.applied science. 

(c) " Be physically fit for Air Force service as a pilot. 

(d) Be unmarried. 

(e) Be under twenty-one years of age upon the com- 
mencement of the Course. 

(f) Be recommended by the Military Committee of 

the University as likely to become an efficient Air 
Force Officer. 

(g) Give an understanding to complete the whole 
S - course. 

- Before attending the second term, the candidate 
will be required to be in possession of Certificate "A," 
C.O.T.C. 

4. STATUS— 

During the period that a candidate is in attendance at 
the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station, he will be 
granted a temporary, commission as provisional pilot officer, 
and will receive pay allowances in accordance with Pay and 
Allowance Regulations for the Royal Canadian .Air Force. 
The proposed rates are as follows: 

Pay During the first term. . . $3.00 per day 

During the second term . .$3.50 per day 

During the third term $4.00 per day 

Allowances — While travelling to and from the Royal 
Canadian Air Forces Training Station, candidates shall re- 
ceive free transportation and a travelling allowance of $5.00 
per day. 

5. MESSING— 

Candidates will be required to live in the officer.-** mess, 
while at the Royal Canadian .Air Force Trainintj Station. The 
mess will draw a free ratioit on behalf of each candidate, 
but in addition, the candidate will bé required tb pay a mess 
bill to cover the additional cost of messing, of approximately 
75c per diem. 

6. QUARTERS, UNIFORM AND MEDICAL ATTEN- 
TION 

While under training, candidates will be provided 
with uniform, camp equipment and quarters. iVledical^ and 
hospital services will be provided as necessary without 
charge. 

7. QUALIFICATIONS 

On completion of the course, candidates will be eligi- 
ble for:— - 

(a) Appointment as Pilot Officer in the Royal 
Canadian .Air Force for permanent duty (the 
number', of vacancies for such appointments 
will, in all probability, be very limited). 

(b) Appointmen't as pilot officer in the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force for active duty twenty-eight days 
iit every two years, and in emergency. 

(c) Transfer to the re-servc of officers in which case 
they will not be liable for further service, except 

. . in time of emergency. 

8. APPLICATIONS— 

Applications of eligible candidates will be asked 
, for in Januarj', 1 925, and will need to be rendered 
before the I 4th February. 1 925 ., 

9. NUMBERS— 

The number of candidates that will be accepted 
will depend, upon the funds and facilities available.
